New York. Dec. »).— The Herald s 
Washington correspondent telegrapha 
his paper thns: "I can podtiTely state, 
without fear of denial, that orders have 
tcone from the navy department to the 
buildtTH of the Mdiitercy, t<> work ni^ht 
and day on that vetutt'l and tu get her 
ready for ssnrioe at tha aarUsst possible 
moment. 

"TliiB wiU, it U hoped, be befora Feb. 
15. Her two Ifl-inch gona— which, by 
the way, will be the largest rifle cannon 

upon any vesstl in the navy will 1)6 
sent to her without the iistial muiiber of 
proof rounds being tired. The gi'ns are 
now at the Indian Head proving grounds, 
and orders have just been issued to pre- 
pare them for shipment to San FraU' 
Cisco. 

"The Bethlehem Iron works and the 
Carnegie and Phipptt company have been 
asked to hnrr>' up the armor for the 
Monterey and have replied, to the great 
relief of the department, that they are 
now ready to begin shipping them. Ho 
anxious is the department to expedite 
this work that the shipmenta wUl Degin 
vtnthout waating the result of the ac- 
ceptance test called for by tha contract. 

"A large qnantity of ainmnnition for 
rnpid firing has just been contracted for. 
Still another important move is the step 
{nst taken to secure the early delivery 
of thirty Howell torpedoes. The first 
toroedo of this invention was suooess- 
(ollv tried a few weeks ago. It was im- 
meoiately accepted and the conlractor 
waa not only urged, but given the as- 
sistance of the ofBcers of the depurt- 
laent, to hnrry up work on tlie remain- 
der. By the extra imi^tus given t)ie 
work the completion of torpedoes will 
follow within a few weeks. They ai ) 
now about 81) tier cent, finished. They 
will be shipped at once to the San Prau- 
risco, Charleston, Baltimore, Yorktovm. 
Bennington, Philadelphia, Newark and 
Concord. 

"The four Roach vessels, not havinfr 
torpedo tubes, will not be snpplieil. 
With the activity also being displayeil 
by the c<mtractors for the WhiteheHd 
tori)edo at the solicitation of the navv 
department, there is reason to antiii- 
pate the early delivery of one hundred 
of these torpedoes, and it may be said 
that the officials derive a great deal of 
comfort from Ihe prospect, for a lack of 
torpedoes is probably one of our weaK- 
est points at the present time. Tli« 
activity during t)ie mst few days of the 
torpedo board, wliicli ha«to do with the 
fitting out of vessels with this cla-ss of 
war material, is more substantial evi- 
dence of the steps being taken by the 
department to hasten work in every 
branch.'

it was read with lively interest at Chili- 
cotbe is evident from a letter written 
Mayor Pearce by Mr. John O. Entiekin, 
an attorney of that plaro. He points out 
the fact that a road from Maysville 
t h rough Adams County to Sinking Springs 
thence to Brainbridge, to Chillicothe, Cir- 
clevilleandColumhuH would pass thnum-h 
a fertile country and come in eompeli- 
tionwith no other line. Mr. Entrekin 
belieVM a road by that route would prove 
a bonanza from the start. He thinks 
that, in addition to the right of way, con- 
aideiable local aid can be secured along 
tlMroQte.

John Loughlin. bishop of the ('atholic 
diocese of Long Island, and one of the 
best known prelates in the country, died 
yesterday evening. He had been ill but 
a week with a complication of diseases. 
He was seventy-four years of age. 

Bishop Lougnlin hais been a priest for 
fifty yean. a» was ordained at the old 
-—St. Patrick's ca- 
thedral on Mott 
BtreAt, in New 
York city, Oct. 
18, 1840, Arch- 
bishop Hughes, 
now ueBd, being 
the otliciating 
prelate. Ha was 
consecrated 
bishop of Brook- 
Ivn 0.;t. 80, 1858. 
At the time of 
his accession the 
diocese contained 
twenty ohnrob«B 
and two ondian 
•iBUop L0C0HU& asylums. Tx>day 
it ha.^ about 120 churcnes, forty-five 
chapels and stations, a theological semi- 
nary, two collegee. twenty academiee 
and select schools, fifty free parish 
schools, sixteen asylums and four hospi- 
tals. Besides these, during Bishop 
Loughlin's administration fourteen new 
brotherhoods and sisterhoods have been 
established. Tho bishop is s natftsof 
Ireland and was bom in 1815.
